The  cost  of  the  Public  Health  Services  in  the  six  Rural  Districts 
to  the  local  rates  is  less  than  a penny  rate,  and  if  no  contribution 
were  obtained  from  Exchequer  grants,  the  local  cost  would  be 
less  than  a rate  of  three  half-pence.  These  services  include  salaries, 
fees  for  notifications  and  registrars’  returns,  printing,  stationery, 
postages,'  telephones,  disinfectants,  anti-toxin,  etc.

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Private  Family. — Any  person  or  group  of  persons  included  in  a separate  return  as  being  in  separate 
occupation  of  any  premises  or  part  of  premises  is  treated  as  a separate  family  for  census  purposes. 

Structurally  Separate  Dwellims. — A structurally  separate  dwelling  has  been  defined  for  the  census  as 
any  room,  or  set  of  rooms,  intended  or  used  for  habitation,  having  separate  access  either  to  the  street  or  to 
a common  landing  or  staircase. 
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BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS. 

In  the  six  rural  areas  forming  the  combined  district  the  birth- 
rate in  1923  was  20.2  per  1,000  of  the  inhabitants,  compared  with 
20.4  in  1922.  The  death-rate  was  12.7  per  1,000,  compared  with 
15.4,  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  59  per  1,000  births,  was  the 
same  as  in  the  previous  year.

One  of  the  most  satisfactory  features  of  the  past  year  is  the 
decreased  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  the  whole  area.  In 
the  six  districts  60  cases  of  scarlet  fever  (compared  with  a yearly 
average  in  the  previous  ten  years  of  loi)  were  notified,  and  there 
, were  no  deaths.  In  the  Bromyard  Rural  District  there  were  four 
cases,  compared  with  an  average  of  14  in  the  previous  ten  years ; 
in  Dore  seven  cases,  compared  with  an  average  of  13  ; in  Hereford 
Rural  two  cases,  compared  with  an  average  of  23  ; in  Ledbury 
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Rural  20,  compared  with  an  average  of  21  ; in  Leominster  Rural 
19  cases,  compared  with  an  average  of  13  ; and  in  Weobley  eight 
cases,  compared  with  an  average  of  18.  Eleven  of  the  Leominster 
cases  were  in  seven  houses  in  Kingsland,  and  occurred  in  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year.  I think  it  is  pretty  certain  that  this  number 
would  have  been  lessened  if  the  earlier  cases  had  been  isolated 
in  Hospital. 

Of  diphtheria  there  were  29  cases  (one  fatal),  compared  with 
an  average  in  the  previous  ten  years  of  49  (four  fatal). 

Typhoid  fever  was  notified  from  the  Hereford  Rural  District 
(four  cases — one  fatal),  Leominster  Rural  (one  case),  and  Weobley 
(two  cases).  In  the  previous  ten  years  the  average  yearly  number 
of  notifications  in  the  combined  district  was  four.  The  actual 
number  of  cases — seven — is  not  large,  but  when  compared  with 
the  rest  of  England  it  is  nearly  double  what  it  should  be. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Judged  by  the  death-rate  the  incidence  of  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis (phthisis)  is  about  the  same  as  it  was  early  in  the  present 
century.  For  statistical  purposes  the  notification  records  are  not 
of  much  value,  but  the  death-returns  show  that  in  the  ten  year 
period  1901-1910  the  annual  average  number  of  deaths  was  47, 
in  the  ten  year  period  1911-1920  it  was  45,  in  1921  the  number 
was  49,  in  1922  it  was  54,  and  in  1923  it  was  41.  The  death-rate 
per  1,000  population  for  the  combined  district  and  for  the  separate 
areas  is  given  in  the  following  table  : —

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

About  one-fourth  of  the  cottage  houses  are  supplied  from 
sources  distant  from  the  dwellings,  and  the  task  of  achieving  a 
proper  standard  of  cleanliness  is  thus  made  difficult.  I consider 
that  no  new  house  should  be  erected  unless  there  is  an  ample 
supply  of  water  on  the  site.  If  such  supply  is  not  obtainable  the 
site  cannot  be  considered  a suitable  one  on  which  to  build.  In 
spite  of  this  very  obvious  maxim,  it  is  a constant  practice  to  com- 
plete the  building  of  a cottage  before  definitely  ascertaining  whether 
there  is  any  suitable  water  supply  available. 

One  of  the  most  important  duties  of  a Rural  District  Council 
is  that  cast  upon  it  by  the  Public  Health  (Water)  Act,  1878,  of 
seeing  that  every  occupied  house  in  the  district  has  within  a 
reasonable  distance  a supply  of  wholesome  water  sufficient  for 
the  consumption  and  use  for  domestic  purposes  of  the  inmates  of 
the  house.  I am  convinced  that  if  this  duty  were  more  thoroughly 
carried  out,  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  inhabitants  would 
be  enormously  increased.  Of  the  91  samples  of  water  examined 
at  the  County  Council  Public  Health  Laboratory,  39  were  reported 
upon  as  unfit  for  domestic  consumption. 


DIP  WELLS. 

There  are  in  nearly  all  parts  of  the  district  dip  wells  which 
provide  the  only  source  of  supply  for  drinking  purposes  for  the 
inhabitants.  The  readiness  with  which  they  can  be  contaminated 
is  a distinct  source  of  danger.  A dirty  bucket  may  be  dipped  into 
them,  or  they  may  actually  be  fouled  by  faecal  matter.  Where 
they  are  situated  on  a slope  there  should  not  be  any  difficulty  in 
making  them  quite  safe  by  enclosing  them  and  providing  an  outlet 
by  a pipe  to  slightly  lower  ground  [see  p.  9,  1921  Report). 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

In  only  a few  districts  is  there  any  system  of  combined 
drainage.  Many  of  the  large  farm  houses  and  residential  dwellings 
have  separate  drainage  schemes  into  cess  pits  or  over  filter  beds, 
the  effluent  flowing  over  land  or  into  streams.  At  Colwall  in  the 
Ledbury  Rural  District  are  well  devised  outfall  works  at  which 
a large  portion  of  the  sewage  of  the  parish  is  dealt  with.  The 
slop  drains  from  far  too  many  cottages  discharge  into  the  nearest 
roadside  ditch,  a practice  which  I have  condemned  year  after  year. 
Even  in  some  newly  erected  houses  this  practice  has  been  per- 
mitted. There  are  water  closets  in  the  residential  houses  and  in 
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an  increasing  number  of  farm  houses,  but  privies  with  large, 
offensive  pits  are  to  be  found  attached  to  cottages  in  all  parts  of 
the  districts.  In  some  parishes  pail  closets  are  almost  universally 
in  use,  and  the  advantages  they  possess  over  the  deep  pit  privies 
are  acknowledged  by  the  cottagers.  By  the  simple  process  of 
putting  earth  into  the  pail  each  time  it  is  used,  this  type  of  closet 
is  as  inoffensive  as  a water  closet.  I never  have  any  sympathy 
with  the  occupier  of  a house  who  says  that  his  pail  closet  is 
offensive  or  a nuisance.  He  has  the  remedy  entirely  in  his  own 
hands. 

HOUSING. 

There  were  erected  during  the  year  27  new  houses.  In 
nearly  every  district  some  uninhabitable  dwellings  were  made 
habitable.  There  are  many  parishes  in  which  more  houses  are 
required.  The  steady,  routine  inspection  of  houses  as  required 
by  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  Districts)  Regulations,  1910,  which 
was  carried  out,  and  I believe  with  good  effect,  until  1914,  has 
been  more  or  less  in  abeyance  owing  chiefly  to  the  increased  cost 
entailed  in  executing  repairs.  I consider  that  this  routine  inspec- 
tion should  be  resumed. 

The  general  character  of  the  defects  found  in  the  houses  which 
are  inspected  are  : Dampness  ; no  eaves  gutters  ; no  damp  course  ; 
defective  roofs,  walls  and  ceilings  ; dilapidated  privies  ; untrapped 
drains ; badly  constructed  and  unprotected  wells. 

The  housing  survey  in  1919  disclosed  that  about  5 per  cent, 
of  the  working  class  houses  in  the  six  districts  were  seriously 
defective,  and  25  per  cent,  needed  repair. 

The  Ministry  of  Health,  on  page  10  of  the  “ Manual  on  Unfit 
Houses,”  has  suggested  that : — 

A fit  house  should  be  : 

(1)  free  from  serious  dampness ; 

(2)  satisfactorily  lighted  and  ventilated  ; 

(3)  properly  drained  and  provided  with  adequate  sanitary 

conveniences,  and  with  a sink  and  suitable  arrange- 
ments for  disposing  of  slop  water  ; and 

(4)  in  good  general  repair ; 
and  should  have 

(5)  a satisfactory  water  supply ; 

(6)  adequate  washing  accommodation  ; 

(7)  adequate  facilities  for  preparing  and  cooking  food  : 

and 

(8)  a well-ventilated  store  for  food. 

A statement  of  the  assisted  housing  schemes  of  the  District 
Councils  will  be  found  on  page  ii  of  the  1921  Report. 


NEW  HOUSES  ERECTED. 
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The  rural  housing  problem  is  not  an  easy  one  to  solve.  It 
must  be  considered  from  a point  of  view  quite  different  to  that 
in  urban  districts.  For  example,  the  cost  of  providing  a water 
supply  and  of  disposing  of  the  drainage  of  a house  in  a rural  district 
is  proportionately  much  greater  than  in  an  urban  district,  where 
all  that  is  needed  is  to  make  connections  with  the  water  main  and 
the  town  sewer.  In  a rural  district,  as  a rule,  a well  must  be  sunk 
and  separate  provision  made  to  deal  with  the  drainage  of,  may  be, 
only  one  house.  It  is  suggested  that  if  rural  conditions  were  made 
to  approximate  to  the  urban,  private  enterprise  in  house  building 
would  be  stimulated.  Financial  assistance  from  the  State  should 
be  forthcoming  towards  the  provision  of  rural  water  supplies  and 
sewage  disposal  works.  The  assistance  should  also  take  the  form 
of  expert  engineering  advice  and  real  practical  help  in  the  carrying 
out  of  such  schemes.  It  is  not  enough  to  require  the  Local 
Authority  to  prepare  a scheme  and  then  submit  it  for  the  approval 
of  a Government  Department.  The  Central  Department  must 
assist  in  the  preparation  of  the  scheme.  In  very  few  rural  districts 
is  there  an  official  ranking  with  the  engineer  or  surveyor  in  an  urban 
district,  and  a Rural  District  Council  having  no  officer  of  its  own 
to  advise  as  to  details,  is  reluctant  to  embark  on  an  enterprise 
which  entails  at  the  outset  the  emplo^/ment  of  an  outside  pro- 
fessional adviser,  though  assistance  from  a Government  Depart- 
ment gratuitously  given  would  be  welcomed. 

Every  effort  should  be  made  to  reduce  the  cost  of  building, 
and  I believe  this  is  possible  without  reducing  the  wages  of  the 
workmen.  A great  deal  could  be  done  in  this  direction  by  mass 
production  of  building  materials  and  fittings,  and  by  scientific 
organisation  of  work.  Subsidies  or  grants  from  the  State  will 
never  reduce  the  cost  of  building.  On  the  contrary,  they  have 
always  sent  up  the  cost.  The  principle  is  entirely  wrong,  and  a 
private  individual  desirous  of  building  a house  for  his  own  occupa- 
tion, but  for  which  no  subsidy  is  available,  finds  that  he  not  only 
has  to  pay  his  share  in  his  taxes  of  the  subsidies  given  to  other 
people,  but  because  of  such  subsidies  his  own  house  costs  him 
considerably  more  than  it  otherwise  would  do. 


THE  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1922. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops’ 
Order,  1885,  a Local  Authority  (including  a Rural  District  Council) 
must  enter  on  the  Register  they  are  required  to  keep  the  name  of 
any  cowkeeper  or  dairyman  who  applies  for  registration  and  the 
Authority  have  no  power  to  take  the  name  off  the  register.  The 
Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act,  1922,  requires  a separate 
register  to  be  kept  with  respect  to  retail  milk  purveyors,  and  the 
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Authority  may  refuse  to  register  such  retail  purveyor  if  they  are 
satisfied  that  the  public  health  is  endangered  by  his  act  or  default 
in  relation  to  the  quality,  storage  or  distribution  of  the  milk; 
moreover  on  like  grounds,  a name  may  be  removed  from  the 
register. 

The  Act  prohibits  the  addition  to  milk  intended  for  sale  of 
colouring  matter,  water,  dried  milk,  condensed  milk,  separated 
milk,  fluid  constructed  from  dried  milk,  or  from  condensed  milk, 
and  of  skimmed  milk 

The  sale  of  milk  from  a cow  suflering  from  tuberculosis  of 
the  udder  is  prohibited  by  the  Act. 

The  Minister  of  Health  is  empowered  by  the  promulgation  of 
an  Order  to  regulate  the  production  and  sale  of  milk  of  different 
grades. 


THE  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  ORDER,  1922, 

has  been  made  by  the  Minister  and  provides  for  four  grades  of 
milk  : — 

(1)  Certified 

(2)  Grade  A (tuberculin  tested) 

(3)  Grade  A 

(4)  Pasteurised. 

Producers  of  certified  milk  and  Grade  A (tuberculin  tested) 
are  licensed  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  and  of  Grade  A by  the 
County  Council,  unless  that  body  does  not  desire  to  exercise  the 
power,  in  which  case  the  duty  of  licensing  devolves  on  the  Urban 
or  Rural  District  Council.  The  Herefordshire  County  Council  has 
informed  the  Minister  of  Health  that  it  does  not  desire  to  exercise 
its  powers  of  licensing.  Producers  of  pasteurised  milk  are  not 
licensed.  Distributors  and  those  dealers  who  pasteurise  are 
licensed  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Prior  to  being  licensed,  and  periodically  afterwards,  bacterio- 
logical examinations  of  the  milk  must  be  made.  The  maximum 
number  of  bacteria  in  one  cubic  centimetre  must  be  30,000,  and 
there  must  be  no  bacillus  coli  in  one-tenth  cubic  centimetre  in 
the  case  of  certified  or  pasteurised  milk.  The  maximum  bacteria 
is  200,000  per  cubic  centimetre,  and  there  must  be  no  bacillus  coli 
in  one-hundredth  cubic  centimetre  in  the  case  of  both  grades  A. 
The  milk  must  not  be  treated  by  heat  except  in  the  case  of  the 
pasteurised  milk.  Provision  is  made  in  the  Order  for  the  periodical 
veterinary  examination  of  the  animals  concerned, 
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HOP-PICKERS. 

Between  ten  and  twelve  thousand  men,  women  and  children 
come  into  the  combined  district  for  about  four  weeks  in  August 
and  September,  seeking  employment  in  the  hop-fields.  They  are 
for  the  most  part  from  South  Staffordshire,  Monmouthshire  and 
South  Wales,  and  Cheltenham.  Barns,  stables,  cowsheds  and 
other  outbuildings  are  utilised  for  their  accommodation,  though 
on  an  increasing  number  of  farms  there  are  specially  erected  build- 
ings. There  is  a much  greater  regard  for  the  welfare  of  the  pickers 
on  the  part  of  the  employers  than  was  formerly  the  case. 

By-laws  with  respect  to  the  accommodation  of  hop-pickers 
have  been  adopted  by  the  Hereford,  Leominster,  and  Weobley 
Rural  District  Councils.  The  Bromyard  and  Ledbury  Councils 
have  not  adopted  them. 

Shortly  before  the  hop-picking  begins  a circular  letter  is  sent 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  those  hop-growers  who  are 
known  to  employ  pickers  from  outside  the  county,  calling  attention 
to  the  following  requirements  : — 

1.  The  limewashing  of  the  inside  walls  of  all  buildings  during 

the  week  prior  to  their  occupation  by  the  pickers. 

2.  The  cleansing  of  the  floors  of  all  buildings,  especially  of 

stables  and  cowsheds  prior  to  their  occupation. 

3.  The  clearing  away  of  accumulations  of  manure  from  the 

proximity  of  the  quarters. 

4.  The  provision  of  adequate  privy  accommodation. 

5.  The  provision  of  cooking  places. 

6.  The  provision  of  a proper  supply  of  water  on  the  premises.

The  nursing  is  not  provided  by  the  County  Council,  but  by 
a District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  affiliated  to  and  receives 
grants  from  the  County  Nursing  Association,  which  in  its  turn  is 
subsidised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Council.  The 
District  Association  is  supported  by  local  voluntary  contributions 
and  by  a grant  from  the  Board  of  Guardians.  The  Nurses  are 
appointed  by  the  District  Association,  and  to  a limited  extent  are 
under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Association  Superintendent 
of  Nurses,  who  is  also  County  Inspector  of  Midwives. 

The  Midwives  Acts  are  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

There  are  eight  (four  trained)  Midwives  practising  in  the  Rural 
District. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Acts  are  administered  by  virtue 
of  the  County  of  Hereford  (Notification  of  Births)  Order,  1918,  by 
the  County  Council.

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DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS  (21). 

There  are  no  regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and 
Milkshops  Orders  in  force  in  the  district.  It  is  very  desirable 
they  should  be  made.  Little  or  no  attention  is  paid  to  the  cleanli- 
ness of  the  milkers’  hands  or  of  the  cows’  teats,  and  accumulations 
of  manure  are  frequentl}^  found  near  to  the  milking  sheds. 

There  are  21  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  registered  in  the  Rural 
District.  No  action  was  taken  during  1923  with  respect  to  them 
under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders. 

On  pp.  14,  15  reference  is  made  to  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amend- 
ment) Act,  1922,  and  to  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
with  respect  to  “ graded  ” and  other  specially  designated  milk. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES  (4). 

I repeat  the  recommendation  made  in  previous  reports  that 
application  should  be  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  under  the 
provisions  of  Section^  276  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  for  an 
Order  investing  the  District  Council  with  powers  to  make  by-laws 
with  respect  to  slaughter-houses. 

The  grounds  on  which  I consider  such  application  should  be 
made  are  the  difficulty  of  efficient  supervision  when  the  occupier 
has  no  definite  regulations  to  follow  and  the  impossibility  of 
adequate  inspection  of  meat  slaughtered  on  premises  over  which 
we  have  no  control. 

It  is  not  possible  to  say  in  which  parishes  slaughter-houses 
are  likely  to  be  required  in  the  future.  I consider  that  the  Order 
if  made  should  apply  to  the  Bromyard  Rural  District. 

There  are  at  present  slaughter-houses  in  the  parishes  of  Cradley, 
Ode  Pychard,  Stoke  Lacy  and  Whitbourne.  The  buildings  are  of 
brick  with  tiled  roofs.  There  is  a water  supply  on  the  premises, 
and  the  drainage  flows  over  land.  The  floor  of  the  Ode  Pychard 
building  is  of  brick,  and  that  at  Stoke  Lacy  of  concrete. 

BAKEHOUSES  (8). 

The  walls  and  ceilings  of  a public  bakehouse  are  required 
to  be  whitewashed  at  least  every  six  months.  A printed  card 
pointing  out  this  obligation  is  placed  in  each  bakehouse.  A copy 
of  the  card  is  given  in  the  1912  Report.  There  are  bakehouses 
in  Bishop’s  Frome  (2),  Cradley  (2),  Hampton  Charles,  Little  Cowarne, 
Ode  Pychard  and  Whitbourne.  They  are  all  structurally  good 
and  are  well  kept. 


The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  is  not  administered  by  the 
District  Council. 
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WORKSHOPS. 

From  information  furnished  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  there 
has  been  made  a Register  of  the  Workshops  situated  within  the 
Bromyard  Rural  District.

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HOP-PICKERS. 

No  by-laws  with  respect  to  hop-pickers’  quarters  are  in  force 
in  the  district.  Many  of  the  hop-growers  are  anxious  to  make 
the  pickers  comfortable,  and  it  is  unfair  to  them  that  all  the 
quarters  should  not  be  brought  up  to  the  same  standard.  The 
by-laws  are  not  exacting. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reported  on  6th  September,  1923  : 

“ At  the  request  of  the  Council  notices  have  been  sent  out 
to  hop-growers  asking  them  to  give  attention  to  the  hop- 
pickers’  quarters.  I have  visited  several  farms  and  found 
this  work  well  in  hand.” 

and  on  4th  October,  1923  : — 

“ Further  inspections  were  made  during  the  month.  One 
complaint  was  made  as  to  sleeping  accommodation,  but  upon 
investigation  I found  no  cause  to  interfere.  The  general 
condition  of  the  hop-pickers’  quarters  this  season  showed  a 
great  improvement  on  last  year,  and  I have  had  no  occasion 
to  write  owners.” 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

In  no  part  of  the  district  is  there  a combined  piped  water 
supply.  Shallow  wells,  mostly  without  pumps,  springs  and  dip 
wells  are  in  common  use.  The  dip  wells  are  liable  to  be  polluted, 
and  should  be  dealt  with  as  far  as  practicable  as  suggested  on 
page  9 of  the  1921  Report.  A large  number  of  houses  have  no 
water  on  the  premises,  and  it  has  to  be  carried  in  buckets  or  other- 
wise. The  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Norton  on  Bromyard 
Downs  are  particularly  badly  placed  in  this  respect.  Some  years 
ago  an  attempt  was  made  to  provide  a piped  supply  in  this  parish, 
but  it  did  not  materialise.  There  is  no  supply  on  the  school  premises 
at  Cradley  (Storridge),  Stoke  Lacy  and  Ullingswick.  Of  the  15 
samples  sent  for  analysis  in  1923,  eight  were  reported  as  good, 
one  as  suspicious,  and  six  as  bad. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

There  is  no  combined  drainage  in  the  district.  The  drainage 
from  the  Workhouse,  in  the  parish  of  Linton,  is  treated  in  a septic 
tank  and  over  three  bacteria  contact  beds,  the  effluent  flowing 
into  an  adjoining  ditch.  The  conditions  described  on  page  ii 
apply  very  generally  to  the  Bromyard  Rural  District, 
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SCHOOLS  (i6). 

The  table  on  page  32  sets  out  the  sanitary  condition,  etc., 
of  the  schools  in  the  Bromyard  Rural  District.  On  page  19  of 
the  1921  Report  will  be  found  some  general  remarks  and  recom- 
mendations with  respect  to  schools.

and  Tyberton. 

(h)  For  infectious  diseases — none. 

The  nursing  is  not  provided  by  the  County  Council,  but  by 
a District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  affiliated  to  and  receives 
grants  from  the  County  Nursing  Association,  which  in  its  turn  is 
subsidised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Council. 
The  District  Association  is  supported  by  local  voluntary  contri- 
butions and  by  a grant  from  the  Board  of  Guardians.  The  Nurses 
are  appointed  by  the  District  Association,  and  to  a limited  extent 
are  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Association  Superinten- 
dent of  Nurses,  who  is  also  County  Inspector  of  Midwives. 

The  Midwives  Acts  are  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

There  are  six  (four  trained)  Midwives  practising  in  the  Rural 
District. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Acts  are  administered  by  virtue 
of  the  County  of  Hereford  (Notification  of  Births)  Order,  1918, 
by  the  County  Council. 

Clinics  and  treatment  centres — none.

Poor  Law  Infirmaries — Dore  Union  Infirmary,  Abbeydore. 
22  beds.

Ambulance  Facilities. — ^A  Motor  Ambulance  owned  by  the 
Hereford  Rural  District  Council,  stationed  at  the  City  Garage, 
Eign  Street,  Hereford  (Telephone,  1174),  is  available  for  the  removal 
of  infectious  cases  on  payment  of  mileage  charges. 

A Motor  Ambulance,  presented  by  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society,  is  stationed  at  Messrs.  Connelly  Bros.,  Commercial  Road, 
Hereford  (Telephone,  1039),  is  available  for  the  removal  of 
non-infectious  cases  on  payment  of  mileage  charges.

Urban  powers  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  with  respect 
to  slaughter-houses,  and  Sections  29,  30  and  31,  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890,  have  been  in  force  in  the  Dore 
Rural  District  since  1920. 

Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders 
were  made  in  1889. 

By-laws  with  respect  to  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds  were  adopted 
on  September  30th,  1912,  and  allowed  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  on  i6th  October,  1912. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS  (6). 

There  are  six  dairies  registered  in  the  Dore  Rural  District. 
No  action  was  taken- during  1922  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and 
Milkshops  Orders.  Regulations  have  been  in  force  since  1889. 

The  principal  cause  of  complaint  with  regard  to  cowsheds 
is  the  accumulation  of  manure,  which  is  often  to  be  found  right 
up  to  the  milking  sheds.  More  attention  should  be  paid  to  the 
personal  cleanliness  of  the  milkers  and  to  the  cleansing  of  the 
udders. 

On  pp.  14,  15  reference  is  made  to  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amend- 
ment) Act,  1922,  and  to  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
with  respect  to  graded  ” and  other  specially  designated  milk. 
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SLAUGHTER-HOUSES  (6). 

There  are  slaughter-houses  in  the  parishes  of  Ewyas  Harold 
Kentchurch  (Pontrilas),  Longtown,  Madley  (2)  and  Peterchurch. 
They  require  to  be  more  frequently  inspected  if  they  are  to  be 
kept  in  a really  cleanly  state. 

There  are  no  By-laws  in  force  with  respect  to  slaughter- 
houses, but  the  District  Council  possess  Urban  Powers  relating 
to  them.

5 
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BAKEHOUSES  (8). 

There  are  public  bakehouses  in  the  parishes  of  Longtown  (3), 
Vowchurch,  Abbeydore,  Peterchurch,  Ewyas  Harold  and  Kent- 
church. 

They  are  kept  in  a fairly  good  condition,  though  some  require 
constant  inspection,  more  especially  with  respect  to  the  removal 
of  manure,  etc.,  from  the  vicinity  of  the  bakehouse  premises. 


The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  not  administered  by 
the  District  Council. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  are  combined  piped  water  supplies  to  houses  in  the 
parishes  of  Ewyas  Harold,  Kentchurch  (Pontrilas),  Longtown, 
Michaelchurch,  Peterchurch,  Vowchurch  and  Walterstone.  In 
the  district  generally  shallow  wells  and  springs  provide  the  supply. 
In  many  cases  it  is  several  hundred  yards  from  the  houses.  Open 
dip  wells  should  be  dealt  with  wherever  practicable,  as  described 
on  page  9 of  the  1921  Report. 

There  is  a very  inadequate  supply  to  many  houses  in  the 
upper  part  of  Longtown  and  in  Llanveynoe,  also  to  houses  in  parts 
of  Abbeydore,  in  Orcop,  and  on  Vowchurch  Common.  Five 
samples  were  sent  for  analysis  ; three  were  reported  as  good  and 
two  as  bad. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

There  is  combined  drainage  to  a few  houses  in  Ewyas  Harold» 
Madley  and  Peterchurch.  The  Peterchurch  drain  was  re-laid  in 
1922  and  openings  re-trapped  at  the  cost  of  the  property  owners 
using  it.  The  conditions  described  on  page  ii  apply  very  generally 
to  the  Dore  Rural  District. 

SCHOOLS  (15). 

The  table  on  page  45  sets  out  the  sanitary  condition,  etc.,  of 
the  schools  in  the  Dore  Rural  District.  On  page  19  of  the  1921 
Report  will  be  found  some  general  remarks  and  recommendations 
with  respect  to  schools.

Officer  during  1923  : —

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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

On  a site  of  three  and  a half  acres  in  the  parish  of  Stretton 
Sugwas  brick  buildings  were  erected  in  1904  at  a cost  of  about 
£1,500,  the  whole  being  paid  out  of  current  rates.  There  is  an 
administrative  block,  pavilion  with  two  six-bed  wards  (1,500 
cubic  feet  per  patient),  laundry  block  and  discharge  block.  In 
1921  an  army  hut  was  erected  of  wood  with  asbestos  roofing. 
There  is  accommodation  in  it  for  13  patients  and  two  nurses, 
a bathroom,  w.c.  and  kitchen.  For  nearly  two  months  in  the 
Autumn  there  were  no  patients  in  the  Hospital.

It  has  not  infrequently  happened  that  patients  in  the 
Hospital,  or  their  friends,  have  desired  to  show  their  appreciation 
of  the  care  bestowed  upon  them  by  tendering  a gift  of  some  kind 
to  the  Institution. 

In  this  connection  it  is  a pleasure  to  me  to  record  that,  after 
their  return  to  his  household  of  two  patients.  Captain  S.  H. 
Armitage,  of  Stretton  Sugwas,  sent  me  Ten  Pounds,  with  a request 
that  it  might  form  the  nucleus  of  a ‘‘  Medical  Officer’s  Fund,” 
which  could  be  used  by  the  Medical  Officer  to  provide  anything 
which  would  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients  or  staff.  I hope 
Captain  Armitage’s  generosity  will  stimulate  others  to  act  in  the 
same  direction.

The  nursing  is  not  provided  by  the  County  Council,  but  by  a 
District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  affiliated  to  and  receives 
grants  from  the  County  Nursing  Association,  which  in  its  turn  is 
subsidised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Council.  The 
District  Association  is  supported  by  local  voluntary  contributions 
and  by  a grant  from  the  Board  of  Guardians.  The  Nurses  are 
appointed  by  the  District  Association,  and  to  a limited  extent  are 
under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Association  Superintendent 
of  Nurses,  who  is  also  County  Inspector  of  Midwives. 

The  Midwives  Acts  are  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

There  are  13  (9  trained)  Midwives  practising  in  the  Rural 
District. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Acts  are  administered  by  virtue 
of  the  County  of  Hereford  (Notification  of  Births)  Order,  1918,  by 
the  County  Council. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. — ^The  Tuberculosis  Clinic 
provided  by  the  County  Council  at  St.  Peter’s  House,  Hereford, 
is  available  for  the  Hereford  Rural  District.  The  Tuberculosis 
Officer  attends  from  9.30  a.m.  to  12.30  p.m.  every  Wednesday  and 
Saturday. 

There  is  a V.D.  Clinic  in  a building  in  the  grounds  of  the 
Hereford  Workhouse.

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DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS  (66). 

Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops 
Orders  were  made  in  1905. 

Accumulations  of  manure  near  the  milking  sheds  and  un- 
cleanliness on  the  part  of  milkers  are  far  too  much  in  evidence. 
In  only  a few  instances  is  there  any  appreciation  of  the  importance 
of  cleansing  the  udders. 

On  pp.  14, 15  reference  is  made  to  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amend- 
ment) Act,  1922,  and  to  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
with  respect  to  “ Graded  and  other  specially  designated  milk. 


SLAUGHTER-HOUSES  (3). 

Urban  powers  with  respect  to  slaughter-houses  were  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Ministry  of  Health  during  1920.  By-laws  have  not 
yet  been  made. 

The  Fownhope  and  Much  Dewchurch  slaughter-houses  are 
of  brick  with  concrete  or  asphalt  floors,  draining  to  dumb  wells. 
There  is  water  on  the  premises  in  each  case.  The  Lugwardine 
slaughter-house  is  a brick  building  with  a brick  floor.  The  drains 
discharge  on  to  land  behind  the  building.  There  is  a good  supply 
of  water  on  the  premises. 


BAKEHOUSES  (10). 

There  are  public  Bakehouses  in  the  parishes  of  Credenhill, 
Fownhope  (3),  Little  Dewchurch,  Much  Birch  (4),  and  Wellington. 
They  are  all  structurally  good. 


The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  not  administered  by  the 
District  Council. 


TENTS,  VANS,  &c. 

A copy  of  the  By-laws  with  respect  to  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds  and 
similar  structures  adopted  in  1912  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the 
1912  Report,  together  with  a shortened  form  set  out  in  more 
understandable  terms  than  the  oflicial  phraseology  of  the  actual 
By-laws.  In  order  to  get  these  By-laws  carried  out  the  procedure 
adopted  is  for  the  Inspector  to  take  a copy  of  the  latter  form  and 
read  it  over  to  the  occupier  of  a tent,  &c.  A record  is  kept  of 
those  persons  who  have  had  the  form.  After  a suitable  period 
a re-inspection  is  made,  in  order  to  see  that  the  By-laws  are  being 
carried  out.

From  information  furnished  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  the 
Register  of  the  Workshops  situated  within  the  Hereford  Rural 
District  has  been  revised.

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HOP-PICKERS. 

By-laws  with  respect  to  hop-pickers  came  into  force  in  1909. 
Since  that  date  there  has  been  a very  distinct  improvement  in  the 
quarters  provided  for  the  pickers,  and  without  any  complaints 
from  the  growers  as  to  the  by-laws  being  irksome  or  unreasonable. 

A few  weeks  before  the  arrival  of  the  pickers  the  following 
letter  was  sent  to  the  growers  : — 

“ In  sending  you  a copy  of  the  By-laws  relating  to  the 
accommodation  of  hop-pickers,  I desire  specially  to  draw  your 
attention  to  the  importance  of  limewashing  all  inside  walls,  the 
cleansing  of  floors,  the  clearing  away  of  manurial  accumulations, 
and  the  provision  of  a proper  water  supply,  cooking  places,  and 
adequate  privy  accommodation.” 

About  2,375  pickers  came  from  outside  Herefordshire  to 
22  farms.  As  few  as  30  to  one  farm  and  as  many  as  650  to  another. 
The  privy  accommodation  was  bad  at  two  or  three  farms. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  is  a combined  piped  water  supply  to  some  of  the  houses 
in  the  parishes  of  Fownhope,  Much  Birch,  Stoke  Edith,  Sutton 
and  Westhide.  Shallow  wells  or  springs  provide  supplies  else- 
where. Many  of  these  are  not  actually  on  the  premises.  Where 
dip  wells  are  liable  to  pollution,  as  most  of  them  are,  they  should 
be  dealt  with  as  far  as  practicable  as  suggested  on  page  9 of  the 
1921  Report.  In  the  parishes  of  Aconbury,  Little  Birch  and  Much 
Birch,  many  houses  are  particularly  badly  off  for  water.  A scheme 
for  a joint  supply  has  been  prepared  by  Mr.  John  Parker,  M.Inst.C.E., 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  under  the  consideration  of  the  Rural 
District  Council.  The  Hereford  City  supply  is  laid  on  to  Burghill, 
including  the  Mental  Hospital,  and  Holmer.  I consider  it  is  a 
great  pity  that  more  advantage  is  not  taken  of  the  City  supply  in 
all  the  parishes  adjoining  the  borough.  The  Corporation  would 
benefit  financially  and  the  Rural  District  from  a public  health 
point  of  view.  Of  the  33  water  samples  analysed  during  1923, 
two  were  reported  as  suspicious  and  ii  as  bad. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

Six  houses  drain  into  a common  road  drain  at  Wellington. 
At  Fownhope,  18  houses  and  the  schools  drain  into  the  main  road 
drain.  The  Westhide  drainage  is  being  carried  out  by  Mr.  William 
Jenkins.  The  conditions  described  on  page  ii  apply  very  generally 
to  the  Hereford  Rural  District. 
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SCHOOLS  (25). 

The  table  on  page  64  sets  out  the  sanitary  condition,  etc.,  of 
the  schools  in  the  Hereford  Rural  District.  On  page  19  of  the 
1921  Report  will  be  found  some  general  remarks  and  recommenda- 
tions with  respect  to  schools.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  Hereford  Rural  District  Council  admits  Ledbury  cases 
to  their  Isolation  Hospital.  Thirteen  cases  were  admitted  in  1923, 
and  80  cases  in  the  previous  ten  years. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Twenty  non-fatal  cases  in  fifteen  houses  in  six  parishes.  Nine 
cases  were  removed  to  the  Hereford  Rural  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  four  to  the  Malvern  Urban  Isolation  Hospital. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Ten  cases  in  five  houses  in  three  different  parishes.  Four 
cases  were  removed  to  the  Malvern  Urban  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  three  to  the  Hereford  Rural  Isolation  Hospital. 

PHTHISIS. 

Twelve  cases,  seven  deaths.  The  seven  deaths  occurred  among 
residents  in  the  parishes  of  Castle  Frome,  Mathon,  Pixley,  Tarring- 
ton  (2),  Woolhope  and  Yarkhill.

The  nursing  is  not  provided  by  the  County  Council,  but  by 
a District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  affiliated  to  and  receives 
grants  from  the  County  Nursing  Association,  which  in  its  turn  is 
subsidised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Council. 
The  District  Association  is  supported  by  local  voluntary  contribu- 
tions and  by  a grant  from  the  Board  of  Guardians.  The  Nurses 
are  appointed  by  the  District  Association,  and  to  a limited  extent 
are  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Association  Superinten- 
dent of  Nurses,  who  is  also  County  Inspector  of  Midwives. 

The  Midwives  Acts  are  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

There  are  twelve  (eight  trained)  Midwives  practising  in  the 
Rural  District. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Acts  are  administered  by  virtue 
of  the  County  of  Hereford  (Notification  of  Births)  Order,  1918,  by 
the  County  Council. 

Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres. — The  Tuberculosis  Clinic 
provided  by  the  County  Council  at  Homend  Lodge  Cottage,  Led- 
bury, is  available  for  the  Rural  District.  The  Tuberculosis  Officer 
attends  from  12.30  to  2 p.m.  on  alternate  Tuesdays.  (January 
ist,  1923.) 

A Voluntary  Infant  Welfare  Centre  in  the  Parish  Room, 
Ledbury,  towards  which  a grant  of  five  pounds  annually  is  made 
by  the  County  Council,  is  available  for  the  Ledbury  Rural  District.

Diphtheria  anti-toxin  was  supplied  at  the  cost  of  the  District 
Council  under  the  terms  of  the  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (outside 
London)  Order,  1910,  to  two  doctors,  to  the  extent  of  72,000 
units. 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  DISINFECTION  AND 
DISINFESTATION. 

There  is  no  steam  disinfector  available.  Disinfection  is  carried 
out  with  Formalin  lamps  and  spraying  with  Formalin. 

The  number  of  rooms  disinfected  was  76,  and  the  number  of 
lots  of  bedding,  etc.,  was  60.  One  School  was  disinfected. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

Adoptive  Acts,  By-laws  and  Regulations  relating  to  the 
Public  Health  in  force  within  the  district. 


Urban  Powers  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  with  respect 
to  Slaughter-houses,  and  Sections  29,  30  and  31  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890,  have  been  in  force  in  the 
Ledbury  Rural  District  since  1913.  Urban  Powers  with  respect 
to  Building  By-laws  since  1898. 

The  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890,  Part  III., 
was  adopted  in  1897, 
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Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops 
Orders  were  made  in  1906. 

By-laws  for  Colwall  only  with  respect  to  new  buildings  have 
been  in  force  since  1898,  and  with  respect  to  the  removal  of  refuse 
and  cleansing  of  privies  since  1904. 

The  model  by-laws  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  (excluding  those 
relating  to  stunning — 9 a,  93)  were  adopted  on  May  30th,  1922. 

MR.  THOMAS  CAWSEY. 

It  is  with  very  great  regret  that  I record  the  death  during 
the  year  of  Mr.  Thomas  Cawsey,  Certificated  Sanitary  Inspector, 
who  had  held  the  position  of  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  Ledbury 
Rural  District  since  1896.  The  last  few  months  of  his  life  he  bore 
with  great  fortitude  a very  painful  illness,  and  worked  almost  up 
to  the  very  last.  He  was  a very  hard-working,  conscientious 
of&cer,  and  the  improved  conditions  under  which  many  of  the 
labouring  classes  are  now  living  are  largely  due  to  his  efforts. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Williams,  who  holds  the  certificate  of  competence 
of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute,  was  appointed  to  succeed  Mr. 
Cawsey.

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DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS  (50). 

Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops 
Order  have  been  in  force  since  1906.  A few  of  the  Cowsheds  are 
very  well  kept.  At  most  of  them  there  is  very  little  attention 
paid  either  to  the  personal  cleanliness  of  the  milkers  or  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  surroundings.  No  action  was  taken  during 
1923  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Orders. 

On  pp.  14,  15  reference  is  made  to  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amend- 
ment) Act,  1922,  and  to  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
with  respect  to  ''  graded  and  other  specially  designated  milk. 


SLAUGHTER-HOUSES  (8). 

Urban  Powers  with  respect  to  slaughter-houses  were  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  1913. 

The  slaughter-houses  are  well  constructed  and  kept  in  a fairly 
satisfactory  condition. 

The  model  by-laws  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  (excluding  those 
relating  to  stunning — 9A,  9B)  were  adopted  on  May  30th,  1922. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

The  public  Bakehouses  are  now  kept  tolerably  clean.  They 
are  in  the  parishes  of  Ashperton,  Bosbury,  Castle  Frome,  Colwall 
(2),  Eastnor,  Mathon  and  Woolhope  (2). 


The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  not  administered  by 
the  District  Council. 


HOP-PICKERS. 

The  housing  conditions  are  better  than  they  were  in  pre-war 
days,  but  I am  convinced  that  there  will  not  be  any  general  sub- 
stantial improvement  until  suitable  by-laws  are  adopted  and 
enforced.  It  is  not  fair  to  those  growers  who  do  what  is  requisite 
to  ensure  the  comfort  of  the  pickers  that  a minority  of  growers 
should  be  allowed  to  be  neglectful. 

About  3,800  pickers  came  from  outside  Herefordshire  and 
were  quartered  at  about  40  farms,  as  few  as  20  at  one  farm  and  as 
many  as  450  at  another. 
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Special  quarters  are  being  provided  in  an  increasing  degree. 
At  four  farms  there  are  well-constructed  corrugated  iron  Nissen 
huts  with  well-boarded  floors.  A few  farms  have  Army  huts. 
At  one  farm  the  huts  are  lighted  with  electric  light,  and  at  another 
there  is  acetylene  gas.  The  water  supply  as  a rule  is  good,  and 
the  cooking  arrangements  are  an  improvement  on  former  years. 
In  far  too  many  instances  the  privy  accommodation  was  insufiicient, 
and  the  scavenging  of  the  privies  inadequate,  so  that  accumulations 
of  filth  were  found  all  over  the  approaches  to  the  closets.  More 
attention  requires  to  be  given  to  the  limewashing  of  the  inside 
walls  of  the  quarters  and  to  the  removal  of  accumulations  of  manure 
from  their  vicinity. 

General  reference  is  made  to  hop-pickers'  quarters  on  p.  i6. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

In  Colwall,  Eastnor  and  Tarrington  there  are  combined  piped 
water  supplies.  Wells  with  or  without  pumps,  springs  and  dip 
wells  are  found  elsewhere.  Dip  wells,  most  of  which  are  liable  to 
pollution,  should  be  dealt  with  as  far  as  practicable  as  suggested 
on  page  9 of  the  1921  Report.  At  quite  a large  number  of  houses 
in  various  parts  of  the  district  the  inhabitants  have  to  go  some 
distance  for  their  supplies.  Of  the  18  samples  sent  for  analysis 
in  1923,  three  were  reported  as  suspicious  and  seven  as  bad. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

In  Bosbury,  Colwall,  Eastnor  and  Tarrington  there  is  a com- 
bined drainage,  that  at  Colwall  being  on  the  most  extended  scale. 
Elsewhere  the  conditions  described  on  page  ii  apply  generally 
to  the  Ledbury  Rural  District. 

SCHOOLS  (19). 

The  table  on  page  80  sets  out  the  sanitary  condition,  etc.,  of 
the  schools  in  the  Ledbury  Rural  District.  On  page  19  of  the 
1921  Report  will  be  found  some  general  remarks  and  recommenda- 
tions with  respect  to  schools.

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NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS,  AND  OTHER 
INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE. 

Professional  nursing  in  the  homes — 

(a)  General — ^A  District  Nurse  is  provided  by  the  District 
Nursing  Association  for  the  following  parishes  : — 
Croft,  Hope-under-Dinmore,  Kingsland,  Lucton, 
Orleton  and  Yarpole. 

(h)  For  infectious  diseases — none. 

The  nursing  is  not  provided  by  the  County  Council,  but  by  a 
District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  affiliated  to  and  receives 
grants  from  the  County  Nursing  Association,  which  in  its  turn  is 
subsidised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Council. 
The  District  Association  is  supported  by  local  voluntary  contribu- 
tions and  by  a grant  from  the  Board  of  Guardians.  The  Nurses 
are  appointed  by  the  District  Association,  and  to  a limited  extent 
are  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Association  Superinten- 
dent of  Nurses,  who  is  also  County  Inspector  of  Midwives. 

The  Midwives  Acts  are  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

There  are  six  (five  trained)  Midwives  practising  in  the  Rural 
District. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Acts  are  administered  by  virtue 
of  the  County  of  Hereford  (Notification  of  Births)  Order,  1918,  by 
the  County  Council. 

Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres. — ^The  Tuberculosis  Clinic 
provided  by  the  County  Council  in  Leominster  Borough  is  avail- 
able for  the  Leominster  Rural  District.  The  Tuberculosis  Officer 
attends  from  12.30  to  2 p.m.  at  the  Cottage  Hospital  on  alternate 
Fridays.  (January  4th,  1924.) 

A Voluntary  Infant  Welfare  Centre  at  the  Cottage  Hospital, 
Leominster,  towards  which  a grant  of  five  pounds  annually  is 
made  by  the  County  Council,  is  available  for  the  Leominster  Rural 
District.

A Motor  Ambulance,  presented  by  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society,  is  stationed  at  Messrs.  Connelly  Bros.,  Commercial  Road, 
Hereford  (Telephone,  1039),  and  is  available  for  the  removal  of 
non-infectious  cases  on  payment  of  mileage  charges.

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS  (52). 

Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops 
Orders  have  been  in  force  since  1908. 

At  many  of  the  farms  more  attention  should  be  paid  to  the 
personal  cleanliness  of  the  milkers.  Accumulations  of  manure, 
sometimes  right  up  to  the  milking  sheds,  is  found  far  too  often. 

On  pp.  14, 15  reference  is  made  to  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amend- 
ment) Act,  1922,  and  to  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
with  respect  to  “ graded  ” and  other  specially  designated  milk. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES  (5). 

Urban  Powers  with  respect  to  slaughter-houses  were  granted 
in  1914.  By-laws  have  not  yet  been  adopted. 

The  slaughter-houses  are  in  the  parishes  of  Brimfield,  Kings- 
land,  Orleton  and  Richard’s  Castle. 

They  have  not  been  used  much  since  the  war. 
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BAKEHOUSES  (7). 

There  are  Bakehouses  in  the  parishes  of  Bodenham,  Brimfield, 
Kingsland,  Middleton,  Orleton,  Puddlestone  and  Yarpole.  They 
are  kept  in  a fairly  clean  condition. 


The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  not  administered  by  the 
District  Council. 

HOP-PICKERS. 

By-laws  with  respect  to  hop-pickers  have  been  in  force  since 
1908,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  there  is  a vast 
difference  in  the  condition  of  the  quarters  in  the  past  few  years, 
principally  as  regards  the  cleanliness  of  the  inside  walls  and  floors, 
the  removal  of  manure  and  the  adequacy  of  closet  accommodation. 
About  300  pickers  came  from  outside  Herefordshire  to  ii  farms, 
varying  from  10  on  one  farm  to  50  on  another.  On  about  18 
farms  430  home-pickers  are  employed. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

In  the  parish  of  Hope  and  in  the  Ashton  part  of  Eye  there  are 
combined  piped  water  supplies.  Fourteen  houses  in  Luston  parish 
are  now  supplied  from  the  water  mains  of  the  Borough  of  Leomin- 
ster. I think  it  is  a great  pity  that  efforts  should  not  be  made 
to  make  more  use  of  the  Leominster  supply  in  the  parishes  adjoining 
that  town.  In  the  survey  compiled  with  great  care  by  Mr.  D.  W. 
Cave,  Sanitary  Inspector,  he  found  that  one-third  of  the  houses 
in  the  Rural  District  have  no  supply  on  the  premises,  and  that 
in  more  than  250  instances  it  is  more  than  100  yards  distant. 
Dip  wells,  most  of  which  are  open  to  pollution,  should  be  dealt 
with,  as  far  as  practicable,  on  the  lines  suggested  on  page  ii. 
Of  the  eleven  samples  sent  for  analysis  in  1923  four  were  reported 
as  bad. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

In  the  parish  of  Kingsland  there  is  a combined  drain  serving 
most  of  the  houses  in  the  main  street.  It  has  very  little  fall,  and 
is  flushed  periodically  from  an  adjoining  stream.  The  conditions 
described  on  page  ii  apply  very  generally  to  the  Leominster  Rural 
District. 

SCHOOLS  (17;. 

The  table  on  page  94  sets  out  the  sanitary  condition,  etc.,  of 
the  schools  in  the  Leominster  Rural  District.  On  page  19  of  the 
1921  Report  will  be  found  some  general  remarks  and  recommenda- 
tions with  respect  to  schools.

Anti-toxin  is  supplied  under  the  Order  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  dated  15th  August,  1910. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Eight  non-fatal  cases  in  seven  houses  in  two  different  parishes. 
Five  cases  were  removed  to  the  Hereford  Rural  Isolation  Hospital. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Eight  non-fatal  cases  in  five  houses  in  five  parishes.  Two 
were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Three  non-fatal  cases,  vision  unimpaired  in  each. 

PHTHISIS.

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  Weobley  Council  pays  a retaining  fee  to  the  Hereford 
Rural  District  Council  for  two  beds  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  of 
the  latter  Authority.  In  1923  seven  cases  were  treated  there  from 
Weobley,  and  87  cases  in  the  previous  ten  years.

Wye,  Sarnesfield,  Staunton-on-Wye,  Weobley, 
Wormesley  and  Yazor. 

(h)  For  infectious  diseases — none. 

The  nursing  is  not  provided  by  the  County  Council,  but  by  a 
District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  affiliated  to  and  receives 
grants  from  the  County  Nursing  Association,  which  in  its  turn  is 
subsidised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Council. 
The  District  Association  is  supported  by  local  voluntary  contribu- 
tions and  by  a grant  from  the  Board  of  Guardians.  The  Nurses 
are  appointed  by  the  District  Association,  and  to  a limited  extent 
are  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Association  Superinten- 
dent of  Nurses,  who  is  also  County  Inspector  of  Midwives. 

The  Midwives  Acts  are  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

There  are  eight  (five  trained)  Midwives  practising  in  the  Rural 
District. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Acts  are  administered  by  virtue 
of  the  County  of  Hereford  (Notification  of  Births)  Order,  1918,  by 
the  County  Council. 

Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres. — ^The  Tuberculosis  Dis- 
pensaries provided  by  the  County  Council  at  St.  Peter’s  House, 
Hereford,  at  the  Cottage  Hospital,  Leominster,  and  at  Church 
Street,  Kington,  are  available  for  the  Weobley  Rural  District. 

A voluntary  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  to  which  a grant  of  five 
pounds  annually  is  made  by  the  County  Council,  is  established  at 
Weobley,  with  a branch  at  Dilwyn.

HOP-PICKERS. 

By-laws  with  respect  to  hop-pickers  have  been  in  force  since 
1907,  and  have  had  the  effect  of  very  considerably  improving 
the  conditions  under  which  the  pickers  are  housed.  On  the  four 
hop-farms  on  which  are  employed  pickers  from  outside  the  district 
there  were  quartered  about  200  pickers.  Home  pickers  are 
employed  on  about  ten  other  farms.  A few  weeks  before  the 
picking  begins  a communication  is  sent  to  the  growers  setting  out 
the  requirements.  Further  reference  is  made  to  hop-pickers 
on  p.  16. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS  (6). 

No  regulations  with  respect  to  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have 
been  made.  Greater  cleanliness  in  the  surroundings  and  on  the 
part  of  the  milkers  is  necessary.  I repeat  my  recommendation 
of  former  years  that  Regulations  should  be  made. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  the  Dairies,  Cow- 
sheds, and  Milkshops  Orders. 

On  pp.  14, 15  reference  is  made  to  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amend- 
ment) Act,  1922,  and  to  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
with  respect  to  “ graded  ” and  other  specially  designated  milk. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES  (4). 

I recommend  that  application  should  be  made  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  under  the  provisions  of  Section  276  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  for  an  Order  investing  the  District  Council  with  powers 
to  make  By-laws  with  respect  to  slaughter-houses. 

The  grounds  on  which  I consider  such  application  should  be 
made  are  the  difficulty  of  efficient  supervision  when  the  occupier 
has  no  definite  regulations  to  follow  and  the  impossibility  of  ade- 
quate inspection  of  meat  slaughtered  on  premises  over  which  we 
have  no  control. 

It  is  not  possible  to  say  in  which  parishes  slaughter-houses 
are  likely  to  be  required  in  the  future.  I consider  that  the  Order 
if  made  should  apply  to  the  Weobley  Rural  District. 

There  are  at  present  slaughter-houses  in  Dilwyn,  Staunton- 
on-Wye  and  Weobley.  They  are  kept  in  a fairly  good  condition. 

BAKEHOUSES  (8). 

There  are  Bakehouses  in  Canon  Pyon,  Dilwyn,  Kinnersley, 
Preston-on -Wye  and  Weobley  (4).  They  are  kept  fairly  well. 

The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  not  administered  by  the

TENTS,  VANS,  &c. 

A copy  of  the  By-laws  with  respect  to  Tents,  Vans  and  similar 
structures  adopted  in  1912  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  1912 
Report,  together  with  a shortened  form  set  out  in  more  under- 
standable terms  than  the  official  phraseology  of  the  actual  By-laws. 
In  order  to  get  these  By-laws  carried  out,  the  procedure  adopted 
is  for  the  Inspector  to  take  a copy  of  the  latter  form  and  read  it 
over  to  the  occupier  of  a tent,  etc.  A record  is  kept  of  those 
persons  who  have  had  the  form.  After  a suitable  period  a re- 
inspection is  made,  in  order  to  see  that  the  By-laws  are  being 
carried  out. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  is  a combined  piped  water  supply  to  14  houses  and 
Jarvis’s  School  Buildings  in  the  parishes  of  Staunton-on-Wye,  and 
in  the  parish  of  Letton  to  six  houses.  Elsewhere  supplies  are 
obtained  from  wells  and  springs.  In  the  Report  for  1920  (page  93) 

I referred  to  the  condition  of  the  central  part  of  Weobley  parish 
as  regards  water  supplies,  and  I very  much  regret  that  no  action 
has  been  taken  to  improve  matters.  There  are  dip  wells  in  the 
district  which  are  liable  to  be  polluted.  They  should  be  dealt  with, 
as  far  as  practicable,  on  the  lines  suggested  on  page  9 of  the  1921 
Report.  Of  the  12  samples  sent  for  analysis  in  1923,  two  were 
reported  as  bad. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

For  about  100  houses  in  Weobley  there  is  a main  sewer  laid 
in  1893,  the  loan  for  which  has  now  been  paid  off.  A description 
of  the  outfall,  etc.,  will  be  found  on  page  134  of  the  Report  for 
1906.  The  Workhouse  drainage  is  described  on  page  94  of  the 
Report  for  1920.  There  is  a combined  drainage  for  Jarvis’s  Schools 
and  14  houses  in  Staunton-on-Wye,  for  a few  houses  in  Dilwyn, 
and  for  three  in  Canon  Pyon.  The  conditions  described  on  page 

II  apply  very  generally  to  the  Weobley  Rural  District. 

SCHOOLS  (15). 

The  table  on  page  iii  sets  out  the  sanitary  condition,  etc.,  of 
the  schools  in  the  Weobley  Rural  District.

The  nursing  is  not  provided  by  the  County  Council,  but  by  a 
District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  affiliated  to  and  receives 
grants  from  the  County  Nursing  Association,  which  in  its  turn  is 
subsidised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Council.  The 
District  Association  is  supported  by  local  voluntary  contributions 
and  by  a grant  from  the  Board  of  Guardians.  The  Nurses  are 
appointed  by  the  District  Association,  and  to  a limited  extent  are 
under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Association  Superintendent 
of  Nurses,  who  is  also  County  Inspector  of  Midwives. 

The  Midwives  Acts  are  administered  by  the  County  Council. 
There  are  two  (both  trained)  midwives  practising  in  Bromyard. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Acts  are  administered  by  virtue 
of  the  County  of  Hereford  (Notification  of  Births)  Order,  1918,  by 
the  County  Council. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. — ^Tuberculosis  Clinic  pro- 
vided by  the  County  Council  at  the  Market  Square,  Bromyard. 
The  Tuberculosis  Officer  attends  from  10.30  a.m.  to  12  noon  on 
alternate  Thursdays,  beginning  loth  January,  1924.

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  DISINFECTION  AND 
DISINFESTATION. 

There  is  no  steam  disinfector  available.  Disinfection  is 
carried  out  with  Formalin  lamps.  The  number  of  rooms  dis- 
infected was  four,  and  the  number  of  lots  of  bedding  disinfected 
was  4. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

There  are  no  Dairies  or  Cowsheds  in  the  town. 

There  are  two  Milkshops.  No  action  was  taken  during  1923 
with  respect  to  them  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops 
Orders. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES  (4). 

There  are  now  four  slaughter-houses  in  the  town.  Two  are 
registered  for  a limited  period.  They  are  all  well  built  and  have 
good  floors.  They  are  well  supplied  with  water,  and  are  kept 
fairly  clean. 

BAKEHOUSES  (5). 

The  five  bakehouses  in  the  town  are  kept  in  a better  condition 
than  formerly,  although  in  some  there  is  room  for  improvement, 
especially  as  regards  the  floors. 


The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  not  administered  by  the 
Urban  District  Council. 
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COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

There  is  one  registered  common  lodging-house  in  the  town 
with  accommodation  for  17  lodgers  in  three  bedrooms.  Only 
one  bedroom  has  a fireplace.  The  house  was  not  built  specially 
for  a lodging-house.  By-laws  with  respect  to  common  lodging- 
houses,  based  on  the  model  series,  are  in  force. 


SCAVENGING. 

The  scavenging  of  the  streets  is  carried  out  daily  by  the 
Council’s  workmen.  House  refuse  is  removed  weekly  at  the  cost 
of  the  Council.  During  the  summer  months  the  streets  are  watered 
with  a solution  of  calcium  chloride.
